Yelnerable Justice May Leave
Supreme Bench.

JURIST WIELDS GRACEFUL PEN

May Have Decided to Devote Remaining
Years to Literature — Friends Are
Curious to Know Whether the Justice
Will Retire or Not.

WASHINGTON, Dee . 3—Up onee
more has cropped the rumor that John
Marshall Harlan, Associate Justice of
the Supreme Court of the United States,
is about to resign from the bench. The
report gained circulation again this week
on the oceasion of the celebration of the
thirtieth anniversary of the venerable
jurist's aseension to his present place. It
is lacking in official confirmation. but it
has wore of the appearance of truth than
jts predecessors.

Justice Harlan, white-haired but
bright-eyed, erect and vigorous despite
bix seventy-four yeans, is noncommittal.
He shook his head indulgently when ask
el pointedly if the current stories were
true,

“l ean only say that 1 have not yet
determined what 1 shall do,” he said
“T could have retired om full salary on
June 1, 1003, Now and then the thought
eoties to me that 1 should retire in order
that I might do certain work which |
ennyot well do while on the bench; but
when 1 get close to a determination of
the questivn it wtcurs to me that my
Bife would be shortened and perhaps be-
eoute dreary i | should quit the work to
which 1 have become accustonel and in
the doing of which 1 am mest happy.

*80, you see, [ am undecided in the
matter. It may be that my judicial
work may end anly with my life, unless
in the meantime 1 am informed by thoss
pear me and who bave the right to ad-
vise me that my duty is to give way to
8 younger man.”
